lI.^ARCtLEOLOGtCAL SECTION 


This Museum received a share of the antiquities discovered 
at Mohenjo-daro which are exhibited in specially conattucted 
cases and arc aupplcmenlcd with photographic views and expla¬ 
natory lab:;Is, 'I'he pre-historic collection of the Museum has 
been rearranged and provided with bilingual labels. 

Fourteen stone and ?7 brass Jain images and ten brass Hindu 
imaKS (three disoovered ar Salkhan and seven obtained from 
Nladras) have been acquired for the Museum, The Museum's 
collecticm of [nseriptiona has been enriched by the addition of five 
copper plates and nine mseribed stones. Twenty photographic views 
of the a rch AH) logical sites in the province are displayed in the gallery. 
The Coin Cabinet was increased by addition of 513 coins as shown 
in the appendix. 

Ill—GEOLOGICAL SECTION 

Collections in the Geological, Ethnological, Economic and 
Arts and Crafts Sections have b™ thoroughly rearranged and 
relabelled. 

A number of specimens of minerals uf economic importance 
were added. An illustrated chart of the fossil hiatury of the earth 
and a view of a restored Dinosaur have been added. 

IV—ECONOMIC SECTION 

Tlie agriculturai exhibits were made up to date by the addition 
of over 100 specimens which have been supplemented with seven 
interesting statistical maps. A large case showing specimens of 
leather tanned with dilTercnt tanning materials of the province has 
been introduced. The Empress Mills case has been thoroughly 
remodelled. 
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v—ETHNOLOGICAL SECTION 

The ornaments and other DTiidcs cirried or the person by the 
aboriginals of the province have been prominently displayed in ^all 
wall cases. Maps giving interesting statistical data from the last 
Census Report (1931) have been introduced in the gallery. 

VL—ARTS AND CRAFTS 

The specimens of old painting representing Mughal, Jaipur 
and Ltickrow art liavc been provided with suitable inounu and 
explanatory labels and are now dispLiVed together in the form of 
an art colleetiiin. 


VII.^NATURAL HISTORY 

Several birds, reptiles, fishes and nvammals were euHected 
during the period under review. Of the mammals a fine head of 
a wild buffalo deserves special niention. The exhibits showing 
mimicrv in insects, insects atticfcing timber, birds useful and 
harmful to agriculture and beak adap^atiOTS in birds have been 
thftroughiy renewed and rearranged. 

VIll.—EDUCATION 

Ihiriy bonks have been added to the Museum library. A 
guide lerturcr was appointed in Afcy f939 who explains to tJie 
visitors in the medKim they prefer. Thiriy-nme schools visited the 
Museum and the guide lecturer explained the exhibits tn hatches 
uf students^ 

An artist modeller was appointed in Augus tl939 and was 
deputed for training for one month at the Prince of Wales Museum 
Bom bay* '
